Phen was che Chief, who was well-skilfd in aff 
parts of the Chriſtian Doctrine, antt fitted wich great 
Eicquence to publiſh the fame, and conficm'd the 
rat chereof by many publick and unqueſtionable M- 
racles ; which quickly awaken'd the Malice of the Fews,

Jan's Rein, when he was brought to give his laſt Te- 
ſtimony co his Religion upon a very ſlight precence. 
For the Roman Emperor being jealous of their newe- 
ſtabliſnt Sovereignry and there being an Ancient Tradi- 
tion (as appears trom Joſephus, Suetonius and Tacitus) 
throughout che Eaſt, That cur of Juda ſhould ariſe a 
Prince that ſhould be the great Monarch of the 
World; which tho' Joſephus ro ingratiate himfelt wich 
the Romans flatteringly applied to Veſpaſian, yet this 
did not quict their minds but that they ſtill beheld 
all char were of the Line of David with a jealcus Eye. 
Tais made Domitian the Son ot Veſpuſi un teſolve to 
deſtroy all that were of the Blood Royal of the Houle 
of Judah,upon which account two Nephews of St. Jude, 
one ct the Brothers of our Saviour, were brought before 
him and deſpiſed by him for their Poverty and mean- 
ne ſs, as Perſons very unlikely to ſtind Compe titors for a 
Crown. And Simeon be ing euvied by tome Sects of the 
2 for his ARivity and Zeal in promoting the Chri- 
tian Faith, they accuſed him to the Proconſul of Syria, * 
for being of the Poſterity of the Kings of Fudah and 
a Chriſtian, who commanded him for ſeveral Days 
together ro be Racked with the moſt exquiſite Tor- 
ments, which he endured with ſo much Courage and 
Patience that the Proconſul, and all char-were preſent, 
were amazed to ſee a Perſon of fo great an Age en- 
dure ſuch cru-! Tortures; ar laſt he was commanded 
to be Crucifi:d. He ſuffered in the 110th. Year of 
his Age, in the 1oth of Trajan's Reign and in the 
Year of our Lord 107.

ftians: For the Emperor defigning an Expedinoh 
2 ainſt rhe Marcomani, the Terror of whom had ſuf- 
fictently awakened the Romans, the prieſt were futh- 
mon'd together, and began more ſolemnly to celebrate 
their Pagan Ceremonies; being told, no doubt, chat 
there was no betrer oy 9 and pacifie rhe 
Wrath of their Gods, than to be ſevere upon the 
Chriſtians, who were looked upon as the ir moſt opet 
and implacable Enemies. And now it was that Poly» 
earpus, afrer a long and diligent diſcharge of his Office, 
received his Crown : For the Perſecution growing hot 
ar Smyrna, and many having already ſealed their Cou- 
ſeſſion with their Blood, the general Cry was, Away 
with the Impions, & the Atheifts, (as the Chriſtians were 
generally accounted) Let Polycarpus de for. The 

od Man was not at all difturb'd 
olved ro endure the brunt, till his Friends knowing 
his fin;ular Uſefulneſs, and that our Saviour had al- 
low'd his Diſciples when they were perſecuted in one 
City to th to amber, prevail'd wich him to withdraw 
into a Neighbouring Village, where with“ few Com- 
panions he continued day and night in Prayer. Three 
days before his Apprehenfion, falling at night into a 
Trance, he dream'd that his Pillow was on fire, and 
burnt ro Aſhes; which, when he wak'd, he told his 


Friends was a Preſage that he ſhould be burnt alive for 
the Cauſe of Chriſt. In

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In the mean time, he was narrowly ſearch'd for; 
upon notice whereof, his Fricads perſuaded him to 
retire to another Vage; where he no fooner came, 
but his Enemirs ſeizing two Youths, whom they for- 
ced to a Confeſſion, were by them conducted to his 
Lodging in the evening, and heard he was in Bed in 
an Upper-room ; and tho* he might have cſcap'd into 
_ another Houſe, yet he rcfuled, ſaving, The Will of the 

Lord be done: and coming down, ſaluted his Periecu- 
tors with a cheariul Counts nance, fo that they who 
did not kao him before wondred why fo grave aud 
venerable 4 poor od Man ſhou d be fo cage y tua d 
after. He being unconcern'd, order d a Table to be 
ſpread, and Prov ſions to be fer upon ic, toviitmng th m 
ro cat, and defiring hat in the mean wail he might 
have an hcur fur Prayer; whit being grauted, he 
had ſuch mi hty Affiſtances of D viue Grace, that he 
continued praying near two hours to e her, heartily 
recommending to God thr calc of all His Friends and 
Acquaneance, whether Greir or Lit l, Honourable or 
Lzncbl-, and the State of he Church of C: rift through» 
cut the World; all that heard him being aſton ihed 
at ic, and much ccncerves that fo holy and relig cus 
a Man ſh uld b- pur to death, 

His D. v-tioos being ended, he was fer upon an Aſs, 
and condufted into the City. Upon the Road they 
were met by Herod ard his F.cher Nicetas, who in- 
dced were the chief occafion cf his Pertccuccn, ard 
had pur the Tumu': into motion. Herod (as St. Au- 
guſtin (ſays) was in an Office at that time ſome what like 
our Juſtices of the Peace; they beigz ro guard the 
Provinces, to ſecure the publick Peace within their 
Juriſdictions, co prevent and ſuppreſ Riots, Robbe- 
ries, Rapines, and to tranſmir to the Emperor the Ex- 
aminations they had taken of ſuch matters. This Man 
was a great Eacmy to Polycar us, and taking him up in- 


to his Chariot, he and his Father by piauſible inſinu- 


atious endeavoured to undermine his Conſtancy; aK 
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ing him, what harm chere was in ſaying, My Led the 
Emperour, and in lacrificing, by which means he might 


fave tvs Life? This was an uſual way of temp ing che 
C riſtians ; not chat they made any ſcruple to acknow- 
|: dee che Emperor to be cheir Lord, theyb.1ngalways 
ready to pay «il due Subjection and R: verence to Prin- 
ccs, bur becauie they knew the Romns, uo flatter d 
their Enpetors with the Name of Deities, by that 
Ticl uiually underſtood Almighty God ;. tho, as Ter-

that he mighe be burnt alive. This being granted, and 
the Fire prepared, in which the Fews were pecuhaply 
act ve, he unty'd his Gird e, laid aſide his — 
and pur off his Shoes.

thereof with their laſt Breath. 

After his Converfion to Chriſtianity, he wric a Diſ- 
courſe to the Gentiles, who were troubled at the loſs of 
ſo uſeful and eminent a Per ſon, and wopdred at his 
ſud den Change, wherein he thus beſpeaks them;

The other a mcre Sovercign and Supreme Being, Crea- 
tor of more excellent things, the Farher of Chriſt 
whom he ſent into the World to diflelve the Law and 
the Prophets, and to deſtroy rhe Works # che other 
Deiry, whom he ſtyf'd, the God of the Nu.

lonable ir was to proceed againſt them without due 
Conviction and Form of Law; acquaines them with 
the Innocent Ric es and Uſagcs ol the Chriſtian Church; 
ard laſtly, remiads the Emperor, that Adrian his Pre- 
deceſſor, cammauded that the Chriſtiam ſhould not 
be needleſly and unjuſtly Vexed, but their Cauſe 
nid be determin d ia open Juctcarures, 

The Emperor, who was of a merciful and generous 
Diſpoſition, being mov'd by this Apology, and by the 
Notices he receiv'd from other Parts of the Empire, 
gave Order, That Chriſtians henceforward ſhould be 
treated mate gently, as appears by tac following Lets 
tet, to the Commonalty ot 4fra.

niſh th1ſe that refuſe to Worſhip them ;, Whorp you do bus 
mie flrangly conjurm in their own Sentiments and Opinions 
while you ex and Oppreſs them, accuſe them for Atheiſts, 
and charge other things upon them, which you are nat able 
to male good; ner can a mare acceptable Kindneſs be done 
them, than that being accu ed then may ſeem ta chuſe ra- 
ther to Dye than to Live, for the ſake of that — 
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they Worſhip. By which means they get the better, being 

ready to lay down their Lives, rather than be perſuaded ts 
comply with your Commands. As for the Erthquakes that 
have been, or that may yet happen, it may not be amiſs #0 
advertiſe you, whoſe Minds de ready to deſpand under any 
ſuch Accidents, to compare your Caſe with theirs. They at 
ſuch a time are much more ſecure and confident in their 
Cod; whereas you ſeeming to dijown God ail the while, 
negle# both the Rites of other Gods, and the Religion of 
that Immortal Deity; nay, Baniſh and Perſecate to Death 
the Chriſtians thit Wor ſhip him. Concerning theſe Men, ſe- 
veral Governors of Provinces, htve written to my Father of 
Sacred Memory; to wh"m he return'd this Anſwer, That 
they ſhould be no way moleſted, wn'efs it appear d 
that they arremp:ed ſome thing azainſt the State of the 
Roman Empire. Tea, and I my /elf.. have rereiud many 
Notices of this nature, to which I anſwered according te 
the Tenor of my Father's Conſtitution. After all which, if 

any ſhall continue to trouble them, meerly becauſe there 
Chriſtians, Let bim that is Indiffed be diſcharg d, meh- 
it appear that be be a Chriftian , and let the Iiformer him- 
ſelf undergo the Puniſhment. Publiſh'd at Epheſus in

Not long after his firſt Apology, {offin ſeems ro 
have Re-viſned the Eaſtern Parts, and coming to Epbe- 


ſus, fell into acquaintanee with Tryphon the Jew, @ 


Man of great Note and Eminency,. who had fled his 
Country in the late War, whereie Barchochab had ex- 
cited and Headed the Fews to a Rebellion azainſt the 
Romans ; ſince which time, he had liv'd in Greece, and 
eſpecially at Corinth, and had mightily improv'd him- 
let by Converſe with the Philoſophers of choſe Coun- 
tries: With him Fuftin Diſputed two Days ſucoc ſſive- 
ly, wherein he ſo admirably defended the Chriſtian 
* that he cut the very finews of the Jewiſh 
male, and diſcover d their implacable Spire and Ma- 
lice ; who not content to reject Chriſtianity, ſent pe- 
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be adjudged to dic meerly 


Perſons up and down the World to ſpread abroad, 
That Feſus the Galilean was a Deceiver and Seducer, 
and his whole Religion notking bur a Cheat and an Im- 
potture ; And in their publick Sy nagogu=s they ſolemn- 
ly Anathemariz'd all thai turo'd Chriſtians, hated 
them with a mortal Enmity, epprefſed and murdered 
them whenever they gor them in their Power, unlefs 


they would Renounce and Blaſpheme Chriſt. The If- 


fue of this Conference was, That the Few acknow- 
ledged himſelf highly pleaſed with his Diſcourſe, 
profeſſing, chat he found more in it than he could ima- 
gine, wiſhing he might enjoy ir oftner, as What 
would conduce grearly ro the underſtanding of the 
Seripture. 


Fuſtin now pre ſented his ſecond Apology to the 
Emp.ror M. Antoninus upon this Occafion ; A Woman 


at Rome had, together wich her Husband, liv'd in ell 
manner of Wantonneſs and Debauchery; but being 

verted ro Chriſtianity, ſhe ſoughr by all Argu- 
&'nrs and Perſuafions ro Reclaim him from his Viei- 
ous Courſes : Bur tho the Man was Obſtinate, and 
deaf to Reaſon, yet her Friends told her, ſhe — 
to continue with him, till finding him grow intolle- 
rable ſhe procur'd a Bi l of Divorce from him. The 
Man being inrag'd at his Wife's departure, accus'd her 


to the Emperor for. being a Chriſtian : She likewiſe 


Pecition'd that ſhe might Anſwer for her ſelf. Where- 


Chriſtian Faith; whom he procur'd ro be Impriſon d 
and Tortur'd a long time, purely for profeſſing him- 
ſelf a Chriſtian. At laſt, being brought before Urbicius 
P:efeR ot the City, he was Condemn'd to Death; where- 
ar Lucius a Chriſtian that ſtood by, could not for- 
bear to tell rhe Judge, It was very hard that an inno- 
cent and virruous Man cha with no Crime, ſhould 
bearing the Name of 2 

Chriſtian, 


upon, be left Proſecuting her, and fell upon one 
Ftalnmens, by whom ſhe had been Converred to the 
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Chriſtian, a thing no way creditable ro the Govern- 
ment of ſuch Empe rors as they had, and of the Auguſt 
Senate of Rome; which he had no ſooner ſaid, but he 
was, together with the other Senrenc'd roDye. The 

ſeverity of theſe Froceedings, awaken'd Fuftin's Care 

for the reſt of his Brethren, who immediately drew 
| up an Apology for them, with a true Relation of their 
 +&. Caſe, and complains of the Injuſtice and Cruelry of 
ſuch Procedures, to puniſh Men meerly for the Name 
of Chriſtians, without accuſing them of any material 
Crimes, and anfwers all the Objeftions urg'd. 
againſt them. 

The Martyr's Activity and Zeal for the Cauſe of Chri- 

ſtianity, ſtirr'd up the Malice of one Creſcens againſt 
- him, who was a Cynick Philoſopher,and like the reſt of 
n that Sea, I and conceired, ſurly and ill- natur d, 
1 who by all baſe Arts endeavour'd to traduce the 
g Chriſtians, and to repreſent their Religion under the 
* moſt infamous Character; with whom ꝓuſſin tormer- 
1. ly had ſome Diſputes at Rome, but found him wretch- 
d ediy ignorant of the Affairs of Chriſtans and ſtrongly 
* byaſs'd by Malice and Envy: And fince the Philoſo- 
* er could nor Confure him by force of Argument, he 
* could think ot no ſurer way to opprefs him tham by

eogaging the Secular Powers againſt him, Marcus A 
toninus was a great Philoſopher, but withal z-a'cns for 
the Pagan Rites and Superſtrtrion, and afcrib'd the 
Chriſt ans ready Reſolution ro ſuffer Death co meer 
ſtubburnne!ts and obſtinacy. So that it was no hard 
matter for Creſcens to procure is particular disfavour 
toward Juſtin, which he himſelf toreſaw, and acquain- 
ted the Emperor therewith ; nor was he at all miſta- 
ken, the envious Man precuring him to be caſt into 
Priſon, where, the Greek Hiſtor:ans fay, be was exer-

He told him, he had endeavour'd to underfiand all 
kinds of Diſcipiine and Learning, but had finally em- 
braced the Chriſtian Diſcipline, how little ſoe ver it 
was efteem'd by thoſe who were"led into Ercor aud 
falſe Opinions. Wretch, that thou art (ſaid the Go- 
vernor) art thou then taken with that Di cipline; tell me 
what it is? He anſwer'd, The right Dochrine which we 
Chriſtians piouſly profeſs, is this, We believe the One only 
God to be the Creator of all Things viſille and inviſible,and 
confe/s aur Lord Feſus Chriſt to be the San of God, foretold 
by the Prophets of Old, and who ſhall hereafter come to be 


$ the Jud e of Mankind, a Saviow, a Preacher, and Aa- 


fler of all thoſe whaare duly Inflruited by bim: That «s

Brother and Companion, but as a Zealcus Ptoſeſſor 
and Defender of that Religion which Chriſt had Rati- 
fy'd with his Blood. And now the Perfecurion at 
' Lyons being carry'd on wich greater Rage, vaſt Num- 
bers «ere ſent to Heaven with unexpreſſible Rackings 
and Torrures, and among others, Pollinus the Reve- 
rend and Aged Biſhop of chat Place, being about Nine- . 
Years old, u as Apr rehended in order to Suffer the 
Death, whom Age and Sickneſs had render d ſo 
that he was hardly able to crawl to his Execy- 
tion; But he had a vigorous Mind in a decay'd and 
ruinous ca and an c arueſt deſire r higheſt 
Teſtimony td the Truth of the Chriſtian Religion, 
which he profeſs'd, by laying down his Life for it. 
Being ſeiz d by the Officers, he was * before 
che publick Tribunal, the Magiſtrates of the City fol- 
loving after, and che Multitudes giving ſuch loud 
S$Shours and Acclamarions, as if our Bleſſed Saviour 
himſclf had been leading to Exccution, The Governor 
demanded of him, Who the God of the Chriſtians 
was ?

Church of Lyons being thus depriv'd of irs Spi- 
ritual Guide, Irenevs, a Perſon honcur'd and admit d 
by all, ſucceeded him about the Year 179, in a wen- 
bleſome and remp*ſtuous Seaſon ; but he being a 
prudent and skiltul Pilot, ſteer d rhe Ship wich wir 
Conduct and Courage; of which there was need 
nough, che Church being at this time aſſaulted by Ane 
mies without, and nudermm'd and betray d by Here- 
ſies within: The attempu of the one he endur d wich 
Mee kuc fs and Patience ; but his Zcal azainſt the other 
engag d him to oppoſ: chem both by preaching and wrk 
ing: For having given us an account of Mucus one of 
the Gnoſtich Herericks and bis Followers, of their 
beaftly and licentious Praftices; and by what wich- 
ed Arcs and ical] Helhſh Rites they were wont 
ro enſnare and draw in their ſeduc'd Profelytes, he 
tells us; They were come into the Countries round 
him all along the Roan, where they generally prevail d 
upon the weaker Sex, corrupting their Minds, and 
debauching their Bodics; Some of whom being af- 
terwards convinc d of their Errors m. de publick Con- 
teffion of their Crimes, while others became Apo- 
ſtares from all Religion. Againſt ſome of rheſe he 
perſonally encountred, and writ a Book againſt Here» 
ſies, which ar chat time were ſo prodigiouſly extrava- 
gut, that, as he himſelf obſerves, it was Victory e- 
nough over them only to diſcover and detect them. 
And indeed, Irenexs and the reſt of the L- arned Bi- 
ſhops were very active to expoſe the Errors that them 
aroſe, Nothing being more commonly objefted & 
gainſt che Truth and Divinity of the Chriſtian Religi- 
on, than that they were rent and torn into ſo many 
Schiſms and Herefics ; which Obje&ion St. Clemens of 
| edi“ 
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Alexandria admirably encountred at that time with 
found Reaſonings. * The firſt thing they charge up- 
on us, ſays he, and for which they cannot embrace 
the Chriftian Fam, is the dive ſicies of Opinions and 
* Sefts that are among us; wrereas there ere various 
* Sets and Parties among the Jews, and the Heathen 
* Philoſophers, yer this did nor hinder any Man from 
* adhering to the Jewiſh Ceremonies and Diſcipline, 
nor from ſtudying the Philoſophy cf the Gentiles. 
* Moreover our Lord foretoſd, that Errors would grow 
© up with the Truch, like Tares among Wheat, which 
© accordingly was come to paſs, bur ſhould rather cauſe 
© us co ſtick cloſer to the Truth, than to caſt it off, 
And the Apoſtle has told us, chat there will be Here- 
* fies, that they that are approved may be made manifeſt; 
* that they hearcily entertain the Chriſtian Doctrine. 
* and improve and perſevere in an holy Lie. The 
Traveller will not be diſcourag'd from going his 
* Journey becauſe there are many croſs-ways that 
© cghwarr the common Road; but will rather enquire 
* which is the plain and King's High-way: Neither will 
© the Husbandman refuſe to Till his Ground, becauſe 
Weeds grow up together with the Plants. And 
* therefore thoſe Differences fhould make us more 
© carefully examine Truth from Falſhood, and Reali- 
© ties from Prerences, that eſcaping the Snares which 


© we plaufibly laid, we may attain co that which is 


really Truth indeed, and which is not hard to be 
* found of them that ſincerely feek it. 
- Jrenens Paſſed over the Reign of the Emperor Com- 
modus, who tho' one of the moſt Diflolure and De- 
bauch d Princes that ever Reign'd, yer created no 
diſturbance to the Chriſtians; but the cam and quiet 
which they for ſome Years enjoy d, now ex- 
pir'd under the Emp-ror Severus, who began à Cruel 
and Bloody Perſecution againſt them, Proſecut ng 
them with great Severity in all parts of the Roman Em- 
- pice. Himſelf had formerly been Governor of this 
| very 
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very Province ef Lyons, and probably, had obſerv d 
Ireneus, and the flouriſhing State of the Church in 
that City, and might therefore be more violent in his 
proceedings againſt the Chriſtians in this place. The 
Perſecugion which reach d bur ſome few in other Parts 
to make them exemplary, in this Country ſerved all 
alike, For the ancient Martyrologies inform uez”rhat 
trereus was at length put to Death, together with al- 
frians of char vaſt City, by various 
and inhumane Torrures; by being Broken on 
the Wheel, Crucifying, Burning, and other Tor- 
ments, whoſe Numbers could not be reckon'd up, ſo 
that the Streets ei the City flow'd with the Blood of 
Chriſtians. He ſuffer d Marryrdom either at the time 
of that bloody Edict which Severus publiſh'd againſt 
the Chriſtians about the Tenth Year cf his Reign 202, 
or at his Expedition into Britain in 208, when he rock 
Lyons in his way, and might ſee Execution done with 
his own Eyes, who was a fierce and cruel Prince, and 
was particularly diſpleaſed with the Citizens of Lyons, 
and a worſe Enemy againft the Chriſtians. R 
Trenaus was a true Lever of God, and of the Souls . 
of Men, for procuring whoſe Happineſs he declin'd 
no Danger nor Difficulries, leaving his own Country 
to take ſo tedious and rroubleſome a Journey, and in- 
ſtead of the ſmooth and police Manners of the Eaftern 
Nation, to fix his Dwelling among a People of 'a wild 
and ſavage Temper, and whom he muſt convert to C- 
viliry before he gain'd them to Religion; and was 
forc'd ro learn the rugged and barbarous Language of 
the Country, before he could do any good upon them. 
all which he cheerfully under went, that he might 
be ſerviceable to the great Intereſts of Men; and af- 
terwards fer himſelf with all Induſtry to defend the 
Chriſtian Religion againſt all its Oppoſers, Writing 
ſeveral excellent Books to that purpoſe. And that his 
Writings 1 not be corrupted by future Ages, he 
added this and religious Atteſtation to one of 
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90 The Lifeof St.IREN ZUSs. 
them i I adjure thee, whoever thou art, that ſhalt tranſ 
cribe this Book, by our Lord Feſus C briſt, and by bis glo- 
rious Coming, wherein be fþ t Fudge both the Quick and 
the Dead, that thou compare what thou Tranſcribeſt, and 
diligently corre# is by the Copy from whence than Tran- 
ſcribeſt it; and that thou likewiſe Tranſcribe this Adjur a- 
tion, and annex it to thy Copy, And well it had been, 
if che Books of the Ancient Writer of the Church, 
had been convey'd down to us more Sound and Uapol- 
luted. I ſhall add no more, but only what Euſchius 
has thought worth taking notice of; That in the cime 
of Tranæur, miraculous Gifts Powers were very 
common in the Church: for ſo he tells us, That ſome 
expelled and caſt Devils our of ſeveral Perſons, 
who embraced Chriſtianiry. Ochers had 
iſions and Revc lation, and fort told thingsto come: 
ſpake all manner of Languages, and as occaſion 
was, diſcover d Mem Thoughts and ſecret Purpoſcs, 
and <xpounded the Mylteries and der p Things ot God : 
Onnen miraculouſly the Sick, aud by laying 
Hands upon them, reſtored their Heath: And many 
ediſed che Dead, che Perſons fo railed living among 
rhem 8 after. The Gifts, as he (peaks, which

The 
Ancients give us very little notice, when, or by what 
means he was Converge to Chriſtianicy, only from 
the Diſcourſe he left behind him we may gather, that 
being a Man of an inquificive Temper, and queſtion- 
leſs of a very honeſt mind, he made a more free and 
imparrial Scarch into the Nature and State of things, 
and found chat the Mligion in which he was engaged 
was altogether unſatisfactory : That the Stories of 
their Gods were abſurd and frivilous, and ſome of 
them Prophane and Impious. That the Ceremonies of 
their Worſhip were trifling and ridiculous ; He conſi- 
dered the ſeveral Parts of the Cr ation, and that exce!- 
lent Providence wich govern'd the World, wherein 
he eafily diſcern'd the plaid Foorſteps of a Wiſe and 
Omnipotent Being, and that God had purpoſely dif- 
poſed things thus, that his Grandure and Maj. ſty 
might appear to all. He then ſeems to have beraken 
himſeif to the Study of the Books that contain d the 
Religion of the Chi ſtians, eſpecially the Wri ĩags of 
= rophers, and to have conſidered the importance 
their Revelations, the meannefs and obſcurity of 
their Perſons and Education, their exact Harmony and 
Agreement, and the certainty of rheir Predictions, the 
Evencs being always anſwcrable ro their Prophefies ; 
and concludes that whoever would bur ſeriouſly con- 
template them, would ſoon come to the exact know- 
"ledge of the Truth. 
Indeed the belief of the Reſurrection of the Body 
did ſomewhar obſtruR his full compliance with the 
Chriſtian Doctrine, as he himſelf confeſſes, having been 
brought up in the Schools of Philoſophy, where he 
had been taught that from a priva ion of Life there 
can be no return again to the Poſſeſſion of it; neither 
probably couid he conceive how Mens — 
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3 Biſhop of Antioch.” 93 © 
fhould be garhered up, and e again the ſame 
Bodies. And it is — A Ciriſtian Princi- 
ple met with more oppofirion from the Wiſe and 
Learned than any other. When St. Paul Preached to 
the Philoſophers at Athens, while he told them of © 
Judgment to come, they made no Scruple of entertain= 
ing, it as being a principle evident by natural Light; 
Bur when he Diſcourſed to them of che Future Re- 
furreRion they rejected it with Contempt and Scorn,; 
az we read in As 17. 32. And when they heard of the 
Reſur rect ĩon from the dead, ſome mocked ; And others 
that were more Sober and Grave, took time to con- 
fider of Ir, Saying, we will hear thee again of this 
Matter : Yea Syneſius, a great Philoſopher, after 
was Baptized into the Chriſtian Religion, 
declared his diflent ro the Article of the Reſurreſti- 
on as to the common Explication of it; though there 
ſeems to be no reaſon, why any that own a Being of 
infinice Power ſhou'd doubt of the Truth thereof; it 
being _— eaſy for Omnipotence to reſtore our 
ſcattered Duft, aud combine them agam in the ſame 
Maſs, 2* ic was at firſt to create them out of no- 
rhi 

Bur Theophilus at length conquer d this Objection, 
fince the Re ſurrection of the Body is fo poſitively de- 
clared and aſſerted in the Holy Scripturts, and thus be- 
came a Chriſtian, taking SanQuary in the 
which (as himſelf exprefles it) God has ſet in 
World like an Ifland in the midſt of the Sea, into 
whole ſafe and convenient Harbour the Lovers of 
Truth might fly, and all choſe who deſire to be Sav'd , 
and to eſcape the Judgment and the Wrath to came ;

But withal an 
Heachen or Genrile, extreme zealous for his Religion, 
and unreaſonably py judiced againſt Chriſtianity , ' 
which he counted the higheſt Folly and Madueſi and 
chare'd ir witch all rhe common Calumnies which the 
Wir or Malice of thoſe Times had invented to render 
it edious, and had often birrerly quarrel'd wich Theo- 
Ila for Detending and Vindicating the ſame. 
 , However, he was not diſcburag d nor affrighred 
from ing him, but treated him wich all the 
Freedom Ingenuity that became a Friend and 2 
Philoſopher ; relling'him plainly, That the Cauſe why 
he did nor diſcern and embrace the Truch was in him - 
ſelf; chat his Wickedneſs and Impietics had * 
his Mind, and darken d his Underſtanding ; and that 
God would nat diſcover himſelf but to prepar'd 
Minds, and ſuch who by Innocericy and a Divine Life 
were become fir and diſpos'd to receive and cnter- 
tein him. Then he cxp/ain'd to him the Nature of 
God, and gives him an Account of the Creation of the 
World according to the Chriſtian Doctrine; diſproves 
and dertd: s the ridiculous Deities of the Heathem, and 
anſwers all tt. oſe black Imputatious which were uſual- 
ly laid upon the Chriſtians, and becauſe Antolzcus had 
mainly infiſted upon the of the Chriſtian Do- | 
arine, he ſhews at large, That it was more ancient 
many Agts than the Heachen Religion could 
to; him at every turn to comply with fo ex- 
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m, that chry 
der, Temperice and Chaſte; that they 
ſtice, and were Enemies to all Vice and Wickednels ; 
that they loved Righteouſneſs, lived under the Law of 
god, and acknowledg'd him, loved. him, were itt» 
Nuenccd by his Grace, directed by his Sacred Word, 
taught by Wiſdem, rewarded by a Life Immortal, and 
approved by God himſelf. We do nor find what the 
| ſucceſs of chis Diſcourſe was; but it was obſetw d, 
& that after this Conference he was a little more fayou- 
ble to the Cauſe, and not fo diſpleaſed as formerly 
with his Friend Theophilus, but defir'd a farther Ac» 
count of his Religion. And certainly, it Wiſdom and 
Eicquence, if ſtrength of Reaſon, and a prudent ma- 
naging of the Controverſy, were able to do it, he 
could not well fail of reclaiming che Man from his Er- 
ror and Idolarry. ; 
Nor was he more ſolicitous ro gain others to the 
Faith, than he was to preſerve thoſe who already had 
embraced ir from being inſected and depraved with 
Error, For notwithſtanding the Care and Vigilatice 
of the pious Men of thoſe Days; yet (25 Euſas ob- 
erves) envious Men crepe in, and ſow d Tres am 
he fincere Apoſtolick Doftrine.

Perſon duly qualificd both wich Humane and Divine 
Learning, Demetrius perſwades him ro undertake the 
Embaſly; and tho he was ſenſible he muſt forſake a 
Cmuntry, where he was generally beloved and ho- 
noured of all with a juſt eſteem and Revcrence, to 
venture upon a Journey where he muſt meet with 
the greateſt danzrre, hardſhirs and oppoſitions, yet 
he eaſily overcame ail rhefe Difficulries by th ear eſt 
defire he had co propzwue the Chriſtian Religion, 
eyen to the tenoteſt corners of the World. For at 
this t'me, 3s Evuſchius writes, there were many Co- 
ipel Preachers who in 'mitacicn of the holy Z-al of 
rhe Apoſties, willingly travelled vp and down rhe 
world for entarzin? the bonngz of Chtiſts Kinodom 
and building People up in the moſt Holy Faith. Some 
ſappoſe ir was not the Fzf-Indies that he was 
enparched to, but African India bordering upon Athi- 
opia theſe Imdjans bring a Colony or Plantation de- 
rived at firſt from the Eaſt; for as Euſebius relates. 
rhe ZA£:hiopians in the more early Ages abandoning the 
Country about che River Inzs,ſare down near Egypt.

They commirred their Children to Nurſes as 
won as they were Born, and afterwards ro Guardi-

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fers were reaching them, and continued thus till they 
were Thirty ſeven Years* Od. They kept a very 
ſtri Diet, exrivg no Fleſh, nor Drinking any Wine 
or ſtrong Drink, feeding only upon wild Achtm, and 
orher Fruits and Roots provided by Naturt; quench- 


ing their Thu ſt at the next Spring or R ver, and be- 


ing as abſtemious in all crher lau ful. Pieaſures and 


Delight. They abhorred Images, bur ſincerely wor- 


ſhi and prayed to Almighty God, ard inſtead of 
turning to che Eaft, or Sun-riſing according ta the 
euſtom of thoſe Eaſtern Nations, they — lifred 

their Heaven, and when t came to 
cker Rel oak a peculiar care not 4 be deſi- 
led with any Vice or Wickednefs, ſpending great 
part boch of Night and tay in Hymns and Prayers to 
God. They reckon'd themſelves the moſt victorious 
and fre: People, hardmng their Bodies againſt K.

more troubled at the Miſcry that attended thoſe who 
fem him thicher, than at the ſharpneſs of thoſe Tor- 
ment . was like to ſuffer; having learned to 
Bleſs thoſe that curſed bim, to pray for them that de-

He had then the fatal Sentence palſs'd upon him, and 
being bound was led forth of Prifon to go to his Mar- 
tyrdom, and at he paſ'd along, he began his Song of 
Triumph, Return unto thy Reſt, O my Soul, for the 
Lord bab dealt bountifully with thee.
